Burning Blaze won six races and $84,325 
at two, including Post and Paddock, Rich- 
ard Johnson Stakes, Eastern Shore Handi- 
cap. He won his only start at three, a prep 
for the Kentucky Derby for which he was 
favorite. In that race Burning Blaze suf- 
fered a cut tendon, was retired. 


Burning Blaze had three registered foals 
to reach racing age prior to Jan. 1, 1938. 
They include the stakes winner Burning 
Star, the winner Aglow, and Shandon Queen, 
which started but a few times at two. Burn- 
ing Star was one of the best 3-year-olds 
of 1987. He won the Travers Stakes, Sar- 
anac, Maryland Handicaps, and three other 
races. Burning Star carried top weight of 
117 pounds to beat Forty Winks, Rex Flag,

Bold Venture started 11 times at two and three, won six races, was twice second, and 
earned $68,300. He was the winner of three of eight starts at two and was unbeaten in 
three races as a 3-year-old. Bold Venture was second to *Delphinium in his first start at 
two, won his second race. He fell on the way to the post for his third start and was 
unplaced. In the Arlington Futurity he lost his rider, was remounted, ran away and was 

not persevered with. Bold Venture won his next two starts in allowance races, beating 
Granville and others in the first, Grand Slam and others in the second. He was unplaced 
in the Hopeful after being in close quarters during the race.

‘and Del Mar will run the calendar round, and 
judging from the results of meetings held thus 
far, California racing should prove _ profitable 
enough to enter into competition with the Mid- 
West and the East in bidding for good horses. 
As a matter of fact, it appears that California 
could secede from the Union, as far as racing 
is concerned, and still be self-sufficient in mat- 
ters of the Turf.

The last State that tried year-round racing 
was New Jersey, where Guttenberg was made to 
yield revenue to its promoters even in the worst 
winter weather. But racing was stopped in 
that State so effectively that years of agitation 
for its reinstatement have failed to bring results. 
However, that was before the days of racing 
commissions and before any adequate control 
of the sport existed. In California the Horse 
Racing Board, at the time it announced the 
licensing of the track at Inglewood, announced 

that no further race tracks would be 
licensed in California. This should persuade a 
few promoters to leave off promoting, but prob- 
ably will have no such effect, since there seems 
to be a persistent hope among California’s po- 
tential presidents and treasurers of racing 
associations that the present Horse Racing 
Beard will be put off the playing field and a 
ductile band of officials substituted. 

As matters stand now, California will have 
racing the year round. The Northwest will have 
summer circuit of its own. So will Illinois, 
New York, New England, Kentucky, Maryland 
and Delaware, Michigan and Ohio, with various 
other sections thrown in at strategic intervals 
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and locations. The long winter meetings at New 
Orleans, Miami, and Havana will continue, pre- 
sumably. And perhaps in the next few years 
there will be more states added to roster of 
those which love the sport and its revenue. 

Racing has just finished its biggest year, 
despite the defection of Texas and Narragansett 
Park during a part of the season. Now it ap- 
pears that an even bigger year is beginning. 
Assuming that Rhede Island's political diffi- 
culties are straightened out to the extent that 
Narragansett Park will be allowed to operate 
again, there may be more races run this year 
than ever before, with a record wagering turn- 
over, a record distribution to horsemen. Of 
course, it may be that the so-called recession of 
business may cut so deep before the year is over 
that retrenchment will begin in racing, but if 
business conditions maintain a fairly even keel, 
the aggregates of 1938 in racing are likely to 
reach unprecedented figures. 

We do not call attention to this probability 
with the intention of expressing our elation, but 
rather to do little mild viewing-with-alarm. 
The sport has grown big that it offers a 
wonderful target. It will be a miracle if the 
shooting does not begin. There is now a great 
responsibility upon the racing commissions in 
the various states to shape their policies toward 
making racing permanent. To the full extent of 
their powers they should endeavor to insure the 
sport against the encroachment of promoters 
who promote themselves exclusively and to take 
a hand in guiding the operations of promoters 
in such a way that racing will never outstay its 
welcome. When the popularity of the sport fails 
in any state the racing commissions must take 
a large of the responsibility for that 
failure. 

Further, the governors of the various racing 
states, if they have a sincere interest in main- 
taining the sport on a permanent basis, should 
appoint as commissioners only those men who 
have at heart the good of racing. Those who 
use the office of racing commissioner to grind 
political axes are very likely to find the axes 
sharpened for the neck of racing itself. 
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A Trainers Diary 
By Venture All 


ECEMBER 6 to December 12. Readers who 

have followed these notes regularly (if such 
there be) possibly remember my conclusions about 
winter racing in one of my articles last spring. 
For the benefit of those who do not remember, and 
in order to give a reason for my present plans, I 
will repeat the gist of those conclusions. Racing 
has broadened out widely into new fields during 
the past few years, and the newcomers to racing 
particularly have shown a marked determination 
to race the year around. The old-timers have 
been drawn into the current of action as well, and 
almost nobody seems to want to lay their stables 
up and freshen and repair them during the winter 
months. 

There are two points where big time racing 
takes place in winter, these being Florida and 
California. This results in making winter racing 
highly competitive. Due to the great distance of 
these winter tracks from the sources of horse 
feed, as well as to the usual willingness of the 
local merchants to take full advantage of that 
distance, the cost of feeding a stable goes perilous- 
ly high. Also there are high prices for horse 
transportation. These factors work together to 
make winter racing about twice as expensive as 
a summer campaign, and the chance of remunera- 
tion about half as good, or less. Further, the 
constant campaigning of horses the year round 
results in a rapid deterioration in the class of the 
individual racer, and multiplies the cripples. For- 
merly the sore horses were laid up, fired or blis- 
tered, and turned out, and came back to the races 
in early summer of the following season sound, 
or nearly so. My own experience in campaigning 
2-year-olds was that there was such a great haz- 
ard to risk in shipping and in the tropical variety 
of influenza that many of them contract at some 
time during the winter, that only a few of those 
shipped to winter racing actually were able to 
take part in it. 

From the point of view of one who must make 
his racing stable pay, shipping a large stable to 
any winter track at present does not hold out any 
promise. Therefore I decided to ship to Florida 
only two yearlings, along with Steve and Pony 
Bill. The others I decided to winter at Keeneland. 
Devil has had trouble all summer with his legs, 
and I want to fire him and see if there isn’t an- 
other good year of racing still left in his strong 
old heart. Kitty must have her knees fired and 
blistered. Glow I had intended taking, but after 
breezing him a few times at Keeneland, I found 
that all was not well with his ankles, so he was 
put on the to-be-fired list also, as was King, whose 
knee was pinchy all summer. Mabyn had never 
entirely lost her little hack of a cough, which she 
contracted Jast winter in Florida, so I decided 
that it might “freeze out” before spring, if she 
were given the winter to rest. She is a high-class 
filly, and I think she may make a good Oaks mare 
after a winter’s recuperation and growth. 

There were a number of horses at Lexington 
going south, and Fred Zink, the best expressman 
in the business, busied himself in arranging a time 
for shipment that would be most convenient to 
all parties. It was agreed that shipment of a car- 
load of horses of mixed ownership would be made 
on December 6, but Old Man Winter was loath to 
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give up anything he had in his toils, so he puffed 
and he blew the night before and covered the 
ground with snow and sleet. Hence the day of 
shipment had to be put off. Having made my 
own plans of departure, and threatened with a 
weather forecast of worse to come, I thought it 
best to depart at once, and leave shipment of the 
horses to my able assistants who would remain 
at Keeneland. 

Accordingly, on a dark morning with every por- 
tent of snow to come, I drove down the slope of 
the home lawn, waving farewell to those at the 
windows, while the wind moaned through the bare 
branches of the elms and walnuts. The cylinders 
of the Buick settled down to a contented hum, and 
soon the Thoroughbred farms, conspicuous for 
their white plank fences, were left behind. I was 
hopeful of running ahead of the ‘weather’ plainly 
coming, but within an hour the snow began. 
Faster and faster it fell, until it was hard to tell 
where the road edges were, and when those long 
mountain grades were reached there were cars 
a-plenty in the ditches. Once I stopped to 
aid a particularly helpless-looking young couple 
who were evidently out of their element and plead- 
ing for someone to stop, only to have my own car 
immediately begin to slide backward over the icy 
snow, as soon as I brought it to a stop. Luckily 
it brought up before going over the embankment, 
and by giving it all the encouragement of motor 
and necessity, she finally began to move up again, 
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What sometimes happens to the spinal cord of a young horse afflicted with “wobblers” is 
shown by the above photograph of a vertical section of the vertebrae in the neck of a weanling 


autopsied recently at the University of Kentucky. 
the first symptoms of the disease about May 15. 


The foal was born February 15, 1937, showed 
The malformation of the vertebrae is obvious, 


and at two points the spinal cord is seen to be under pressure where the bones have “buckled” and 


caused constriction of the channel. 


and gaining momentum, made the grade. A 
wrecker-car appeared out of nowhere in the stitch 
of time and went to the assistance of the couple 
whose trouble had almost put me into a ditch. 
Snow became deeper and deeper, and driving was 
very particular and all-engrossing work, and as 
night came down, despite my best efforts, coming 
off the end of a bridge where the road turned short 
and directly right at its end, the car declined to 
turn with the road, and brought up more or less 
gently against a snowy bank. However, it was 
willing to resume guidance and the proper road. 

A warm little hotel in Cleveland, Tenn., fed and 
sheltercd us that night, and next morning, much 
to my surprise, the wind had whipped the snow 
off the roads, but the fields of Dixie were covered 
deeply on every hand. To make up for lost time, 
we drove over seven hundred miles that day, and 
went willingly to rest deep into Florida that night. 
The snow had fallen almost to the Florida line, 
and the pines and peach-orchards of Georgia, 
every branch covered with white, spread new 
landscapes of loveliness. 

It was an easy jog down to Miami next morn- 
ing, after having eaten a breakfast of Indian 
River oysters, perfectly fried and garnished with 
Persian limes, French-fried potatoes, grapefruit 
and avacado salad, ice tea, hot biscuits and but- 
ter, and ice cream, all for forty-five cents at a 
roadside inn and served by a pleasant-looking 
little woman who brought the food in right now, 
and then saw to it that we lacked for nothing we 
wanted. Give me the Southland, and you are 
welcome to the rest of the world. 

Hoped all the balance of the week that I would 
hear that the horses had been shipped, but there 
has been no chance yet to get them away. In the 
meantime, my son and I are swimming in the 
mornings and fishing in the afternoons, so why 
wish for any horses to worry about ? 


CAUSE OF "WOBBLERS" 


(e of the largest crowds ever to attend one 
of the regular meetings of the Thoroughbred 
Club of America was present last Saturday, at 
the regular meeting at the Phoenix Hotel, Lex- 
ington, to hear Dr. B. J. Errington, of the 
rescarch staff of the Department of Animal 
-athology at the University of Kentucky, discuss 
his findings in connection with the disease com- 


monly known as “wobbling,” ‘“‘wobblers,” ‘jake- 
leg,” and ‘‘kink-back,” which affects young 


horses. 


Dr. Erringtcen stated that the cause of the 
disease had not been found, but that he had 
found a number of “interesting lesions’’ associ- 
ated with it, and presented photographic ex- 
hibits and the bones taken from autopsied ani- 
mals. ‘‘Wobblers,” he said, is characterized by 
lack of coordination in the hind legs, and about 
50 per cent of the cases which have come to 
his attention also show a similar lack of co- 
ordination in front. The disease usually runs a 
prolonged course. Some horses live for years, 
showing the same symptoms, but recovery is 
virtually unknown. Only young horses are af- 
fected, as a general rule, sucklings, weanlings, 
and yearlings. There is no pain. The animal 
simply displays a lack of motor control and 
lack of balance, indicating a nervous involvement. 
This lack of coordination usually shows up 
mostly in the slower gaits, as many animals 
which are affected are able to trot quite regu- 
larly. 

There are various theories as to the cause 
of the disease, according to Dr. Errington. 
Many veterinarians and others believe that it 
is generally caused by an injury, but Dr. Erring- 
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ton said that he believed there were too many 
cases for such an explanation to stand up. In- 
fection is sometimes advanced as an explanation, 
largely on the ground that cases occasionally 
eccur in groups on the same farm. Inheritance 
has been suggested, on the grounds that in 
some instances the same mare has produced 
more than one foal which was afflicted by the 
disease. Sex is apparently associated with the 
malady in some way, as more colts are affected 
than fillies. The six cases “posted” at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky by Dr. Errington were all 
colts, he said, and on the average between 60 
and 70 per cent of the cases reported are colts. 
Some inadequacy in nutrition is also suggested 
as an explanation, and some oservers have 
noted that the disease appears more prevalent 
after a dry season. Different feeding schedules 
in some instances have been associated with 
a different frequency of cases. “The work we 
have done at the university,” Dr. Errington 
said, “points toward nutrition as a possible cause 
of the disease."” He added, however, that there 
is apparently more than one cause. 

The symptoms which have been found in the 
past, the speaker stated, have led to the belief 
that the spinal cord is the seat of the trouble, 
and there are at least two cases in which 
lesions have been found in the spinal cord. 

Since last August Dr. Errington and his asso- 
ciates have autopsied six cases, three weanling 
and three yearlings. In each case there were 
indications of arthritis or periarthritis in one 
or more regions of the spinal column. In some 
cases he found a separation of the sinovial mem- 
brane and the cartilage. In some cases disap- 
pearance cr degeneration of the joint cartilage 
was noted, as well as pitting of the cartilage 
and spicules of bone at the joints. 

In three cases out of the six autopsies Dr. 
Errington found constrictions in the vertebrae 
of the neck, crowding the spinal cord through an 
abnormally narrow passage at some joints and 
also at some points greatly restricting the size 
of the foramens through which the spinal nerves 
diverge from the spinal cord. When these stric- 
tures occur in the cervical vertebrae the animal 
is affected in the fore limbs as well as behind. 
The extent to which the bones of the neck were 
malformed in one case is shown in an accom- 
panying illustration. Dr. Errington stated that 
the censtriction of the spinal cord itself did 
not appear to be so important as that of the 
nerves as they emerge from the spinal column. 

Bone analyses and other tests are being made, 
Dr. Errington said, in an attempt to discover 
Whether any specific deficiency is responsible 
for the disease. 

In answer to a question as to whether “wob- 
blers” appeared limited to certain localities, Dr. 
Errington said that he believes it is. It is very 
rare, he said, in New York State, but appears 
quite common in Kentucky and Virginia. Major 
Louie A. Beard stated that there were thousands 
of cases in the South and Southwest. 

In the absence of Daniel B. Midkiff, president 
of the Thoroughbred Club, the meeting was pre- 
sided over by Neville Dunn, secretary of the 
club, who announced that at the next meeting, 
to be held Saturday, January 22, at the La- 
fayette Hotel, Dr. W. W. Dimock would discuss 
periodic cphthalmia, another of the diseases 


under investigation at the University of Ken- 
tucky. 
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HOBBY VS. BUSINESS 


ITH the time for making Federal income tax 
returns just around the corner, the old issue 
of whether the breeding and racing of horses con- 
stitutes a legitimate business or a hobby under 
the tax laws has been revived to perplex the own- 
ers of breeding and racing establishments by the 
latest decision of the Board of Tax Appeals on the 
subject, says a release from the office of the 
National Thoroughbred Foundation, Washington. 

In this decision, which has just been published, 
the tax board held a racing stable and the breed- 
ing of polo ponies in the case in point to be a 
hobby, and consequently, and resultant losses or 
expenses of the tax payer were not deductible 
items in making tax returns. 

The issue was revived in the appeal to the tax 
board made by W. S. Farish, president of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey, and his 
wife, Mrs. Libby Rice Farish, from the action of 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue in disallow- 
ing the deductions in the tax returns made by Mr. 
and Mrs. Farish for the years 1932 and 1933 for 
expenses and losses incurred in breeding polo 
ponies and conducting a racing stable ( Paradise 
Stock Farms) which they claimed as legitimate 
business deductions. The amount involved was 
approximately $41,371. 

In denying the appeal, the board's opinion de- 
clared that “petitioner has the burden of proving 
by a preponderance of the evidence that such de- 
termination is erroneous. This, we think, he has 
wholly failed to do.” 

The question of whether racing is a business or 
a hobby for income tax purposes has been at issue 
since the first income tax law was written. From 
the first, the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has consistently maintained, particularly in cases 
where the taxpayers have other and more lucra- 
tive occupations, that the sport is a hobby, and 
losses and expenses are not deductible. The Board 
of Tax Appeals and the Federal courts have both 
confirmed and over-ruled the commissioner in this 
position, which is indicative of the delicate point 
on which the whole matter swings. When Congress 
a year ago had under consideration the tightening 
of the income tax laws, there was an effort made 
to settle the question by having the sport declared 
a hobby by legislative fiat, but this proposal 
failed. 

There now exist a number of rulings and deci- 
sions on the subject by the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, the Board of Tax Appeals, and the 
Federal courts. For the information and guidance 
of owners of breeding establishments and racing 
stables, these rulings and decisions have been 
compiled in book form by the National Thorough- 
bred Foundation. The Foundation has just pub- 
lished the Farish decision as a supplement to this 
book. 

Wagering having a close relationship to horse 
racing, the book also contains all the decisions and 
official! regulations dealing with the question of 
whether losses of this character are deductible 
items in income tax returns anl under what cir- 
cumstances. It likewise includes decisions on the 
question of whether the breeding of blooded horses 
for exhibition purposes is a business or merely a 
hobby.

It was 
not uncharacteristic, being a six-furlong sprint 
for $1,250 platers. Winner was Miss Webb, 6- 
year-old mare sired by Chilhowee, ridden by P. 
Roberts, owned by O. R. Ferrell, bred by W. C. 
Goodloe of Lexington, all of whom thus started 
1938 auspiciously. First double of the year 
was extended into a triple, as *Happy Argo got 
three winners at Tropical Park January 1, 
Weepor, Happy Code, and Happy Knot. On Hap- 
py Code was Apprentice L. Dupps, flushed with 
the first victory of his riding career. ... First 
2-year-old winner of the year was Three D's 
Stock Farm's home-bred Pansy’s Third, by Kil- 
kerry, a Black Toney stallion now owned by A. 
R. Eppenauer, and standing at Swastika Ranch, 
Fort Davis, Texas. She won at the Fair Grounds 
January 3. She is the third foal, third filly, from 
the good stakes-winning mare Pansy Walker, 
sister to Hadagal. Pansy’s First won two races at 
two in 1936. Pansy’s Second raced unplaced at 
two last vear. Both were by *Phalaros.... First 
distance race of the year came on New Year's 
Day, which I hope promises something for the 
year. At Santa Anita Park All Chance, by Star 
Voter, won at 1!, miles, with last year’s jockey 
leader, Johnny Adams, in the saddle... . First 
juvenile race at Santa Anita, on January 4, went 
to Dixiana’s Likly Lad, product of the veteran 
combination (as veterans go on the Turf) of 
Trainer Clyde Van Dusen and Jockey Charley 
Stevenson. Likely Lad was very much Dixiana- 
bred, being by Peter Hastings out of a High Time 
mare. ... First California-bred 2-year-old to win 
was Valley Lass, daughter of Questionnaire, a 
sire I have liked since I saw his first crop of 
sucklings in 1935. Valley Lass, winner at Santa 
Anita January 5, was bred and owned by John 
Cromwell, motion picture director. ... First Sara- 
toga yearling to make a down payment on his 
purchase price was Galley Slave, daughter of the 
young sire *Gino, winner at Santa Anita Jan- 
uary 6. Thomas B. Cromwell bought her from 
the Kilmer consignment last August for $2,300, 
later resold her to Alfred Vanderbilt, whose cerise 
and white diamonds, worn by Sonny Workman, 
were up when she won. She also is out of a fine 
stakes-winning mare, Sally's Alley, winner of more 
than $100,000. 


Shots at Angles 


URING the racing commissioner’s meeting at 
Miami during the current week, there will be 
a dead silence concerning the reduction of the 
tax load on racing, though no matter needs at- 
tention more. One thing which prevents the rais- 
ing of purses is the weight of taxation on racing. 
Another silence marks the subject of the South 
American horses on the West Coast. Since *Amor 
Brujo was twice beaten the invaders have been 
dropped as far below their worth, in public esti- 
mation, as they had formerly been exalted 
above it. 
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If Inglewood and Del Mar both offer meetings 
in California this summer, as seems probable, the 
California circuit will be nearly on a year-round 
basis. If another track is opened at Oaklawn. as 
has been rumored, the cycle would be complete. 
It would be a healthy thing for racing to have a 
number of independent circuits, and it would be 
a great thing to recapture the national interest 
which the meeting of sectional heroes aroused 
vears ago, when Longfellow went up to meet “his 
friend Harry Bassett,” and Mollie McCarty came 
out of California to see about Ten Broeck. 


Year of Grace 


HE preposal, offered recently by Col. Matt 

Winn, to put up an additional purse for 3- 
year-olds which won all three events in the series 
which some Turf writers, having heard of it 
somewhere, call the Triple Crown, was received 
with but faint cheers in this corner. But lately 
I hear that there are more things in Colonel 
Winn's philosophy than I had dreamed of. If, so 
the story runs, Pimlico and Belmont Park and 
Churchill Downs put up a purse of $50,000 for 
winners of Derby, Preakness, and Belmont, and no 
53-year-old is able to take the triple, the money is 
impounded in a fund which is allowed to grow 
until it reaches $250,000. (No winner would get 
more than an additional $50,000, regardless of 
how much was in the pool.) When the quarter- 
million is reached, the pool is to be split up among 
the three tracks, and a series of rich weight-for- 
age races would be offered. The year in which 
this was done would surely be a banner one for 
American racing, would produce a galaxy of 
weight-for-age sprints and distance tests, of a 
sort not offered in this writer’s generation. 


Only criticism of such a plan is that the oases 
are too far apart, and that the fund might better 
be split at $150,000 or even $100,000. Only diffi- 
culty with the plan is that it is far too good to 
come true. But you can't help hoping that some 
day, somehow, the American Turf will offer a 
chance to the potential Ten Broecks and Ex- 
terminators. 


ILLINOIS 


License Law Attacked 


LLINOIS' Attorney General Otto Kerner, in an 

opinion announced January 6, stated that the 
City Council of Chicago had no authority to license 
bookmaking and declared that the recent ordi- 
nance, exacting a fee ranging from $1,000 to $5,000 
annually from bookmakers, was null and void. 
He said, in addition: 

A broker who attempts to operate under a license is- 
sued in pursuance of this ordinance will violate the 
criminal law of this State, and should be prosecuted and 
punished the same as any other person who commits a 
crime. 


Chicago’s corporation counsel, Barnet Hodes, 
indicated that the city administration would pro- 
ceed to put the ordinance into effect. Bookmakers, 
uncertain where they stood, but certainly opposed 
to payment of license fees, were generally pleased 
by the attorney general's opinion. One of them 
commented: “I’m glad of it. We couldn’t make 
any money under the new provisions anyway.”

Exports to America 


ONDON, December 27.--Most pleasing feature 
of the Newmarket December bloodstock sales 
was the revival of the export market, buyers from 
America, Italy, Hungary, Poland, Australia, and 
New Zealand doing much to stimulate business. 
One of the most interesting lots sold was the 
10-year-old Gainsborough mare Gaillonelle, for 
which J. E. Widener paid 1,800 guineas ($9,450). 
The mare is due to a May service to Bahram, and 
after foaling will be mated with the Italian horse 
Donatello II, son of *Blenheim II. Mr. Widener 
will be particularly interested in the coming off- 
spring by Bahram, for the youngster will have a 
unique pedigree. Gaillonelle’s sire, Gainsborough, 
is by Bayardo, son of Bay Ronald. The mare’s 
dam is Lionella, by Royal Realm out of Bella 
Roba, by Count Schomberg out of Black Cherry. 
This mare, Black Cherry, was by Bendigo out of 
Black Duchess, the dam of Bay Ronald. 

I hear of a number of lots bought at the sales 
which are now en route for the States. Thomas 
Hitchcock bought five young horses which I pre- 
sume he intends to put by to develop into jump- 
ers. They were shipped on the American Trader. 

Other likely ‘chasers in the making are the three 
lots taken by J. E. Ryan. J. M. Roebling purchased 
four fillies to be mated with *Teddy’s son Case 
Ace. Two of them are by Caerleon, one by Solario 
and the other by Press Gang. 

J. M. Schiff bought a young filly by Vencedor 
and the useful 4-year-old colt Barrystar, a son of 
Sherwood Starr. The colt won a couple of good- 
class races last year. 


Lincolnshire Handicap 


ITH the fixture scheduled to be held at Derby 

on December 20 and 21 cancelled on account 
of frost, we had a week without racing prior to 
Christmas. A few of my enthusiastic club friends 
beguiled some spare hours in compiling weights 
for the 68 Lincolnshire Handicap entries, and al- 
though the efforts that were submitted for my 
approval varied as much as 14 pounds in the case 
of some of the candidates, there was at least 
unanimity with regard to the top weights, Dan 
Bulger being by common consent entitled to the 
post of honor with 133 pounds, Thankerton being 
next, in receipt of a pound or two. 

These rising five-year-olds are clearly the class 
horses in what must be regarded, in the main, as 
a moderate company. In truth, the Lincolnshire 
has not attracted the best of our handicappers in 
recent years, and the Jockey Club instruction to 
official compilers of weights to place any “foreign- 
ers” which have not run in three races in this 
country at the top of the handicap has checked 
any enterprise by our friends across the Channel. 
As I have written, this rigid instruction is not in 
the best interests of the sport and merely en- 
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courages idleness on the part of handicappers. 
The form of French horses can be fairly assessed, 
if a little trouble is taken and some intelligence 
used. It was the intelligence that was lacking in 
the years when the Continental classic performers 
“Sir Gallahad III and Tapin were let in the 
Lincolnshire Handicap with 117 and 119 re- 
spectively. But in those days, it used to be con- 
sidered the correct thing to assess French classic 
form as being about 14 pounds inferior to our own 

to the great material profit of gambling stables 
across the Channel. 

In the present Lincoln entry, there is no candi- 
date that is trained in France. Thankerton, third 
in the 1986 Guineas and Derby, and Moody, sec- 
ond in the French Guineas of the same year, ure 
the oniy representatives with any pretentions to 
classic form. Thankerton did not exactly enhance 
his reputation last season although it has to be 
said for the leggy son of Manna and Verdict that 
he ran his best three races in the spring. Moody 
ran in six events here last term, and never got 
into the money. 

It would certainly be the making of the race if 
Dan Bulger and Thankerton were to be put down 
in fighting trim for the Lincolnshire, and the 
probability is that they would outclass all rivals. 
But in view of their recent autumn performances, 
backers are not going to fall over themselves to 
support them. No doubt they will have good al- 
lowances from their Cambridgeshire conqueror, 
Artist’s Prince, and in the case of Dan Bulger he 
should certainly find on the Carholme the soft 
footing which he needs. But we have always re- 
garded Sir Abe Bailey’s good handicapper as an 
autumn performer, and it will surprise me if he 
goes to the post at Lincoln. 

Allegiance is to be given a special preparation 
for the first big handicap of 1938, and H. Leach’s 
charge has been backed to win a substantial stake. 
He is favorite in all the big ante-post books. Alle- 
giance is likely to be weighted at about 120 
pounds, and Harry Wragg has been booked for 
the mount. 

ast season’s Lincoln winner, Marmaduke Jinks, 
now owned by Miss Dorothy Paget and trained at 
Epsom by Walter Nightingall, has been nominated 
again. So has Laureat II, runner-up last March, 
and a most consistent performer throughout the 
season. It seems to me that Laureat II is bound 
to play a prominent part again. 

Jack Joel has nominated Gunboat, which may 
stay this mile, and the rising 4-year-old Out of 
Order. The latter, a chestnut gelding by Coron- 
ach, has run in only two races. As a 2-year-old 
he ran second to Hesperus in a field of 18 for the 
Dalham Stakes at the Newmarket Houghton meet- 
ing. Last season he dead-heated with Potboiler 
for the Ormonde Plate (one mile) at Newbury. 


Picking the Gold Cup 


Bye seed Gold Cup entries number 34. They in- 
clude five from France, none of which is in the 
Clairvoyant class.

J. H. (Bud) Stotler 


H. STOTLER,-: known from coast to coast as 

e “Bud” Stotler, the mentor and trainer for 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt, is another who has been 
around for a long time. 

According to Bud, the first winner he ever 
trained was Lady Ornama, a daughter of Orna- 
ment out of Eleanor, by Ecuador, foaled in 1903 
and bred by Hal Pettit Headley at the Beaumont 
Farm. This was the father of the owner of last 
year’s Futurity winner and grand-father of Duval 
Headley, trainer of Menow. Lady Ornama was 
a year-older sister to Monfort, a horse that Tom 
Healey trained successfully for the late Richard 
T. Wilson. 

Now, Lady Ornama appears in Goodwin's Guide 
for 1905, the year Stotler says he won his first 
race with her, but not as a winner. She was 
owned by a man named Bissell, Stotler’s first 
patron; I think he came from Texas, and at one 
time had Rapid Water at stud. While Lady Orna- 
ma does not appear as a winner in the guides 
for 1905, Stotler is in all probability correct in 
his assertion that this filly was his first winner, 
as he states the race won was at Portsmouth, 
Ohio, and the Guide does not carry the results 
of the Portsmouth races. 

So it is more than 30 years ago that Bud Stot- 
ler trained his first winner. Of the many horses 
which have passed through his hands in the three 
decades, the best of all, in his opinion, was Dis- 
covery, son of Display—Ariadne, by *Light Brig- 
ade, bred by Mereworth Stud and sold as a 2- 
year-old to Alfred G. Vanderbilt for a reported 


price of $25,000. He was well worth it. Stotler 
developed Discovery into one of the greatest 
horses that ever raced in this country. In his 


career Discovery ran 63 times, won 27 races, was 
second in 10, third in 10, and earned $195,287. As 
a 4-year-old in 1935 Discovery was a striking ex- 
ample of Stotler’s skill as a trainer and of his

ability to keep a horse fit over a long period. 
That year Discovery started in 19 races, won 11, 
was second in two, third in two, unplaced in four, 
earning $102,545. Among his victories were the 
Butler Handicap, the Detroit Challenge Cup, the 
Hawthorne Gold Cup, the Brooklyn Handicap, 
the Cincinnati Handicap, the Stars and Stripes 
Handicap, the Arlington Handicap, the Merchants’ 
and Citizens’ Handicap, the Bunker Hill Handi- 
cap, the Wilson Stakes, and the Whitney Stakes. 
In the Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap he 
shouldered the record impost of 139 pounds and 
beat Stand Pat (117) and Top Row (117). He 
won the Brooklyn Handicap three years in suc- 
cession. When he won for the second time he 
had up 123 pounds and ran the nine furlongs in 
1:48!,. At the end he was about five lengths in 
front of King Saxon, with Omaha, fresh from his 
Kentucky Derby, Preakness, and Belmont tri- 
umphs, a wilted third, 10 lengths back. His rec- 
ord at four is reminiscent of that of Seabiscuit 
this year and is it not significant these two “iron 
horses" are both of the Fair Play tribe, the line 
with the best legs and feet in the world? 

Bud Stotler terms Good Gamble the best mare 
he ever trained. She too belonged to the house 
of Fair Play, being a daughter of Chance Play. 
This filly was purchased at the dispersal sale of 
the racing stable of Morton L. Schwartz for $4,- 
500. At three she won the Potomac Handicap, 
the Acorn Stakes, the Aqueduct Handicap, the 
Saranac Handicap, the Test Stakes, and $35,985. 
At four, out of 12 starts, she won four races, was 
second in four, unplaced in four, earning $21,725. 
Among her victories were the Butler, Queens 
County, and American Legion Handicaps. She 
was second in the Brooklyn, beating Roman 
Soldier. 

Stotler is steadfast in his belief that Man o’ War 
was the best race horse he ever saw and Regret 
the best mare.

GREEN PEPPER 


HERE is no very reliable record as to which 

is the oldest Thoroughbred mare in America 
at present, but a leading candidate for the honor 
is Green Pepper, a brown daughter of *Ruskin 
II and *Miss Pepper II, by Pepper and Salt, 
foaled in 1907, and bred by A. E. Hundley and 
Sons, of Danville, Ky. Green Pepper, now owned 
by Mrs. J. H. Byrd, spends most of her days in 
a paddock alongside the Paris Pike a short dis- 
tance out of Lexington, eats 12 quarts of oats 
a day, has a coat of hair betokening the best 
of health. She has been blind nearly all her 
life, and was never started on a race course. 


She had her first foal, the Tia Juana Jvivenile 
Stakes winner Pepper Tea, by Peter Quince, 
when she was 12 years old, in 1919, and there- 
after produced seven more foals, all fillies, in- 
cluding the winners Pepperette, Runaway Prin- 
cess, and Illustrious. She has not been bred since 
1927. She is a great pet with her owner, who 
gives her better care than a 6-year-old girl would 
give a doll. Mrs. Byrd says she expects the 
old mare to live to be 40. 

Few Thoroughbred breeders have shown 
greater affection for their horses than Mrs. 
Byrd. Another of her numerous equine pets is 
a 13-year-old daughter of Upset out of Miss 
Minks, by Jim Gaffney, which has not been out 
of her stall in more than 10 years. Her name 
is registered as Imperious, but it is practically 
forgotten in favor of various terms of endear- 
ment. 

Imperious was a filly of great speed. As a 
yearling she showed such brilliant trials (includ- 
ing a quarter in :21%;5 at Lexington’s old track) 
that an offer of $25,000 was made for her—and re- 
fused. At two a training accident ruined her, and 
she left the track with a broken shoulder and 
one eye destroyed. Veterinarians advised that 
she be killed as an act of mercy. But rather 
than lose a now worthless filly and collect the 
insurance, Mrs. Byrd took her back to the farm, 
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nursed her, spent $3,000 keeping her alive, refused 
even to breed her, for fear of further injury. 
Today, despite the fact that she has been in- 
doors for 10 years, Imperious is a magnificent 
big mare, giving every evidence of health, with 
a perfect coat of hair and in the best of flesh. 


KENTUCKY 


Churchill Downs Spring Stakes 


HURCHILL DOWNS has more than doubled 

its number of spring stakes for its 1938 
program which opens Saturday, April 30, and 
continues through Memorial Day, May 30. An 
advertisement of the stakes which close Tuesday, 
February 15, appears on page 130 of this issue. 
Nine added money events with a total endow- 
ment of $80,000 have been scheduled for the 22- 
day program. Last spring the Louisville track 
offered four stakes with a total endowment of 
$70,000. Some of the additional stakes are re- 
newals of races formerly run at Churchill! 
Downs. Others are entirely new. 


The Clark Handicap, perennial opening day 
feature race, has been reduced from $10,000 
added to $5,000 added. The Kentucky Derby, as 
previously announced, retains its $50,000 added 
endowment. The Kentucky Oaks and the Bash- 
ford Manor Stakes each retain their $5,000 
added value. For the first time in history the 
Derby Trial, run on Tuesday preceding the 
Derby, becomes an added money race, with a 
$2,500 endowment. Other new races on_ the 
stakes program include the Louisville Handicap, 
$2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles, 
and the Churchill Downs Handicap, $2,500 added, 
3-year-olds and up, seven furlongs. 

The depression caused the Louisville track to 
cancel the Grainger Memorial Handicap and the 
Debutante Stakes, for 2-year-old fillies, after the 
1931 meeting, but both are being resumed on 
the 1938 spring program. The title of Grainger 
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Memorial, however, is going back to its earlier 
designation as the Kentucky Handicap. It is for 
3-year-olds and up, has $5,000 added, and is at 
11, miles, a furlong shorter than was. the 
Grainger Memorial. In renewing the Debutante 
this year Churchill Downs offers $2,500 added 
for juvenile fillies. 


Biennia! Report 


Members cf the Kentucky Legislature this 
week received bound copies of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission's sixteenth biennial re- 
port, covering the years 1936 and 19387. The 
report covers racing at all Kentucky tracks, in- 
cluding Churchill Downs, Latonia, Keeneland, 
and Dade Park, and presents figures on such 
items as racing dates, total pari-mutuel turn- 
over, added monies, state license taxes, admission 
tax, daily average distribution, trainers and 
jockeys licensed, distribution to horsemen from 
stakes and purse races in Kentucky, number of 
winning favorites and second choices, reports of 
stewards. The report also includes an account 
of changes made in racing rules, a history of 
the Racing Commission, valuation of Thorough- 
breds, Thoroughbred breeding farms and other 
data. The commission also reported “Kentucky 
has had no ‘Turf wars’ or sensations and racing 
was never freer from political threats or inter- 
ference.” 

Most of the figures showed an increase over 
recent years. The state received $238,000 in 
license tax from Kentucky tracks during the 
two years. In 1937 Kentucky's tracks distributed 
$712,170 in stakes and purses, an increase of 
$63,230 over 1956, and the largest distribution 
since $783,090 was offered in 1932. The 1937 
total, however, was barely more than half the 
distribution in 1930. Last year Churchill Downs 
and Keeneland showed an increase Over 1936 in 
daily average distribution while Latonia and 
Dade Park dropped slightly below their 1936 
averages. Kentucky’s pari-mutuel turnover in 
1936 was $10,369,142 which was upped to $11,- 
954,170 in 1937, the largest turnover = since 
$12,859,951 was handled in 1982.

Death of James P. O'Neill 


Old-timers of Kentucky racing last week 
mourned the death of James P. O'Neill, a famil- 
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iar figure to more than one generation of horse- 
men who raced at the old Kentucky Association 
track, now dismantled. Half a century ago the 
O'Neill House, just outside the old track, was 
a favorite stopping place for visiting horsemen, 
and long lines of trainers, exercise boys, jockeys, 
and others had their breakfast in the hotel 
restaurant. Mr. O'Neill continued to run a small 
store until the track was discontinued as a 
racing center. He was 88 years old when he 
died, and was the last surviving member of his 
immediate family. 


CALIFORNIA 


Santa Anita Park 


OST of the “big shots’ among the equine per- 

formers which will furnish the principal per- 
formances for Santa Anita Park’s spectacular 56- 
day show are still in the warming-up stage, but 
the box office gives no hint that only the prelimi- 
naries are now in progress. Crowds at the Arcadia 
track are betting approximately $500,000 on week- 
days, and on Saturdays the turnover moves up 
near the million mark, indicating that further 
amazing chapters are still to be added to the 
track's already amazing history. 

Principal event of last week’s racing was the 
Santa Maria Handicap, run Saturday, January 8, 
a sprint test designed chiefly for 3-year-olds 
eligible to the rich Santa Anita Derby. Sun Egret, 
a *Sun Briar colt purchased privately by A. C. 
Compton from Willis Sharpe Kilmer last August, 
took the lead in the last few strides, beat a field of 
performers most of which had creditable records 
as 2-year-olds. 

Santa Anita's first 2-year-old race of the year 
was run January 4, with a purse of $1,000, $200 
below the minimum for older horses. Favorite 
and winner was Dixiana’s Likly Lad, a gelding by 
Peter Hastings out of the High Time mare Highly. 
King Ranch’s Don Manners, which finished sec- 
ond, was disqualified because he bore out and in- 
terfered with most of the field shortly after the 
start. California Turfwriters, who apparently 
have developed a strange new code of ethics, 
heckled the veteran official Christopher J. Fitz 
Gerald for making such a disqualification. (‘Such 
a procedure,’ wrote Oscar Otis in the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, ‘“‘makes the 2-year-old races a 
poor gamble, and our readers are so advised.” 
Says Oscar. The same day E. E. Fogelson’s 
Gray Jack was disqualified and placed last for 
fouling in the $1,500 Palm Springs Purse. The 
race was given to the Time Maker gelding Half 
Time, which finished second. 

On January 5 another field of 2-year-olds, fillies 
foaled in California, went to the post. Favorite 
was Trainer Grayson Philpot’s entry of Blue 
Breeze, owned by Ed Janss, Jr., and his brother 
William, and Valley Lass, owned by John Crom- 
well. Blue Breeze, a daughter of Blue Larkspur, 
had tried so well that she was principally respon- 
sible for the backing the entry received, but she 
bore in badly at the start, while Valley Lass, one 
of the first of Questionnaire’s Kentucky foals, 
broke quickly and scored a handy victory, Blue 
Breeze finishing second. A $1,500 graded handi- 
cap that day was won by Dixiana’s Erin Torch, 
which beat Star Shadow and other good ones at 
1 1-16 miles. 

The next day Alfred Vanderbilt, who has sent a 


a 
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succession of 2-year-old speed stars to Santa 
Anita, started Galley Slave, a filly by *Gino out of 
the good race mare Sally’s Alley, purchased at 
Saratoga last August by Thomas B. Cromwell and 
resold immediately to young Vanderbilt. With 
Raymond Workman in the saddle, and odds-on in 
the betting, she tripped over the three furlongs in 
73335 to win unextended. In the six-furlong 
feature of the day William Le Baron's splendid 
filly Brown Jade scored an easy victory in a six- 
furlong race including Woodberry, Party Spirit, 
*Grand Manitou, Time Flight, and other good ones. 


Exit *Cascabelito 


One of the imported candidates for the $100,- 
000 Santa Anita Handicap was removed from 
the picture last week when Joe E. Brown's *Cas- 
cabelito pulled up lame after a _ three-furlong 
speed trial. Trainer William Fenwick had been 
hopeful that an already bad leg would stand up 
until the big race. The horse will be fired and 
turned out. 

A. A. Baroni’s Goldeneye is another which has 
been eliminated from the big race. He has de- 
veloped a suspicious tendon. 

Stories were going round a few days ago that 
Frank A. Carreaud’s Time Supply, most per- 
sistent candidate for Santa Anita’s biggest fix- 
ture, was lame, but Mr. Carreaud demurred. 
“Time Supply is 100 per cent better than he 
was at this time last year,’ he said. The son of 
Time Maker is being pointed for the San Pas- 
qual Handicap, $5,000 added, to be run Saturday, 
January 29. 

Johnny Loftus last week indicated that Pom- 
poon is within about two weeks of racing con- 
dition. 


Qualifying For California Derby 


The third running of the Santa Maria Stakes 
($5,000 added, 3-year-olds, six furlongs), at 
Santa Anita Park Saturday, January 8, provided 
an interesting preview of the $50,000 added Cali- 
fornia Derby, which will be the richest stakes 
event of the winter exclusively for 3-year-olds, 
and one of the richest of the year. Though none 
of last year’s top 2-year-olds went to the post, 
the field was a good one, with several racers of 
good class included. Favorite was the Silver 
State Stable’s (A. A. Baroni’s) Specify (116), 
a Jamestown colt which had won five of his 
nine starts at two. Second choice was F. A. 
Carreaud’s Shaman (112), a colt by Time Maker 
out of the Man o’ War mare Dreadnaught. Sha- 
man had not started at two until December 29, 
at Santa Anita Park, and had won that event 
over a good field. But Specify finished third, 
behind two longshots, and Shaman was caught 
in close quarters, forced to take up, and finished 
next to last in the field of 12. First Kiss (111), 
an Osculator filly owned by Ed and William 
Janss, set the pace for almost a half-mile, with 
Jobella Stable’s Short Notice (116), a colt by 
Flight of Time out of Accomplish, by *Poly- 
melian, in second place. First Kiss gave it up 
in the last quarter. As Short Notice succeeded 
to the lead he faced a challenge from A. C. 
Compton's Sun Egret (114), which had been 
outrun during the first three furlongs, but had 
slipped through the field as they rounded the 
turn. Down the stretch Johnny Gilbert, on 
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Short Notice, did his best to hold his mount to- 
gether, but Sun Egret, ridden by Al Shellhamer, 
got to the front in the last few strides, won by 
a neck. Specify, third throughout most of the 
running, finished in that position, three-quarters 
of a length behind Specify and a head in front 
of the fast-closing Diavolo Boy (116), owned by 
Valdina Farms. The others in order, were 
Liberty Scout (116), First Kiss, Torchy (116), 
Enchanted (111), Indian Lodge (114), Boss 
Martin (116), Shaman, Gallator (111). Time, 
12225, :4545, 1:12, track fast.

She 
was half-sister to the stakes winner Osgood. 


Three More for Circle M 


Edward S. Moore, owner of Circle M Ranch, 
who spent $30,100 for four yearlings at Saratoga 
last August, has added Speed to Spare, Stand In, 
and Sharpshooter to the stable now at Santa 
Anita Park.

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LOUISIANA 
Fair Grounds 


HE 105-day meeting at the Fair Grounds 

reached its fortieth day Monday of this week, 
apparently well on its way to its biggest success 
in many years. The Martin Behrman Memorial 
Handicap, feature of last Saturday’s program, 
saw a return to form of the good Ariel racer 
Waxwing, after two defeats. In general the track 
has had good crowds and good weather, though 
this week’s racing started with rain and unpleas- 
ant conditions. 


Waxwing All the Way 


Coward and Coffey’s good Ariel colt started 
a winning streak at Rockingham Park October 
1, ran up five straight victories, including the 
Thanksgiving Handicap at the Fair Grounds, 
before he was beaten in two subsequent stakes 
events at the New Orleans track.

FLORIDA 


Tropical Park 


HE 20-day meeting at Tropical Park, Coral 

Gables, ended Tuesday, January 11, after 
what was apparently the most successful season 
in the record of the track presided over by 
William V. Dwyer. The crowd of last Saturday, 
January 8, was estimated at 12,000, and the 
totalizator turnover was $290,489, the largest 
figure ever registered at the track during a 
December-January meeting. The play last week 
raised the daily betting average to $216,281, a 
very substantial increase over the corresponding 
average of $186,346 for the meeting of last 
winter. 

Feature of the last Saturday of the Tropical 
Park meeting was the overnight Southland Han- 
dicap, with a purse of $1,500, for 3-year-olds 
and up, six furlongs. Norman W. Church’s Fair 
Lead was favorite in a well matched field in 
which the extreme outsider, Jay D. Weil and 
Mose Lowenstein’s Double B., was only slightly 
more than 6 to 1. It was a good day for out- 
siders, and Double B. took the track from Fair 
Lead in the last furlong and won by a length 
and a half, covering the distance in 1:11%5, and 
qualifying for the Inaugural Handicap at Hia- 
leah Park. 

Among the better races of last week: Norman 
W. Church's good *Bull Dog colt Sir Oracle, 
odds-on, scored in a nose decision for the 5'.- 
furlong Melbourne Purse January 4. He was the 
shortest-priced favorite of the meeting. C. S. 
Bromley’s Headin Home, favorite, won the Bird 
Road Purse, mile feature of January 5. Bred 
by Audley Farm, he is a 6-year-old gelding by 
*Strolling Player. On Thursday, January 6, 
Felix Spatola’s veteran Wise Counsellor horse 
Wise Prince equaled the track record of 1:10 in 
a $1,000 purse event. In the Pahokee Purse, best 
race of Friday, Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Stocks, 
77-year-old son of Pillory, ran the mile in 1:3745, 
the best time of the meeting for the distance, 
to beat Paul B. Codd’s Pageboy. 

At Hialeah Park, with War Admiral and the 
flamingoes in excellent fettle, the prospects are 
that the 46-day meeting opening Wednesday of 
this week will set a new standard for winter 
racing in Florida. Tropical Park's success indi- 


cates a comparable increase in the turnover at 
the more pretentious Hialeah Park, and appar- 
ently Joseph E. Widener will be a very happy 
man for the next two months.

DELAWARE 


Higher Purses 


IRECTORS of Delaware Park, which held its 

inaugural meeting in 1937, announced at Wil- 
mington January 6 that a 28-day meeting, opening 
June 8, would be held in 1938. Purse distribution 
will total $307,000 for the meeting, this being an 
increase of $62,500 over the distribution last year, 
when there were 26 days of racing. There will be 
12 stakes offered, but complete details were not 
announced, except that there will be two steeple- 
chases with $6,000 added to each. On days when 
a stakes is not run, a $2,000 feature race will be 
offered. Last season seven stakes were offered, 
all of them on the flat. 


Progress Postponed 


The Maryland Jockey Club recently announced 
a program of improvements, including the pro- 
jected construction of a new club house and pad- 
dock at Pimlico and the leveling of a rise in the 
infield which obscured horses from view during a 
part of the run down the back stretch. Last week 
William Boniface reported in the Baltimore 
Evening Sun that the plans have gone astray, that 
apparently none of the improvements will be made 
before the spring meeting, as originally planned. 
Difficulty in obtaining satisfactory bids on the 
work caused so much delay, according to the 
Sun’s Turf writer, that it was decided not to at- 
tempt the work until after the spring meeting.

Grand National Entries 


MONG the 79 horses nominated for the 
1938 running of the Grand National Steeple- 
chase, to be run at Aintree Friday, March 25, 
were seven owned by Americans, and among the 
seven owned by Americans were three bred in 
the United States. The American-bred nominees 
are Mrs. Marion Scott’s Battleship, by Man o’ 
War; Frank M. Gould’s What Have You, by 
Tryster; Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s Flying Min- 
utes, by Flying Ebony. The others entered by 
American owners are F. Ambrose Clark’s La 
Touche, Paul Mellon’s Drinmore Lad, Robert 
Lehman’s Didoric, and J. B. Snow’s Delachance. 
Flying Minutes, What Have You, Didoric, and 
Delachance were among last year’s starters in 
the Grand National, but none of them finished. 
Battleship was sent to England in 1936, but did 
not attempt the Grand National of 1937. He 
has been quite successful over less difficult 
courses. Drinmore Lad did not start last year, 
but appears likely to be among the most favored 
candidates for the 1938 running. 

Among the horses nominated are Royal Mail, 
which won last year, and the three horses which 
followed ciosest to him at the finish, Coolen, 
Pucka Belle, and Ego. Pencraik, sixth of the 
seven horses to finish the course last year, was 
also named. Reynoldstown, winner in 1935 and 
1936, and Golden Miller, which won in 1934 and 
failed three times thereafter, were not nomi- 
nated, but Davy Jones, which would have beaten 
Reynoldstown in 1936 but for a broken bridle 
rein, is eligible. Airgead Sios (which means 
“ready money’), the sensation of the current 
Naticnal Hunt season in England, was nomi- 
nated.

COMMISSIONERS' MEETING 


HE National Association of State Racing Com- 
missioners got down to business for its annual 
mecting at the Miami Biltmore Hotel, Coral 
Gables, Fla., Monday, January 10, with a crowded 
program of matters for consideration. 


Senator Samuel J. Hilburne, speaking for the 
Florida State Racing Commission as hosts, wel- 
comed the visitors and John Sloan, of New York, 
returned the compliment. Edwin James Brown, 
president of the organization, pointed with pride 
to the record of the association in the last four 
years, regretted the failure of former President 
Walter H. Donovan's attempt to organize the race 
track executives into the American Turf Alliance. 
He decried early 2-year-old racing, stating it 
makes $1,000 horses out of animals which might 
otherwise be worth from $3,000 to $5,000. He 
urged final action on improved methods of identi- 
fying horses starting in races and further study 
of a national advisory license board, jockey 
agents, and starting devices. 

Daniel B. Midkiff, president of the Thorough- 
bred Club of America, presented that club’s ob- 
jections to the proposal to eliminate early 2-year- 
old racing. Preston M. Burch, representing the 
American Trainers’ Association, offered a number 
of suggestions, including a change in the ap- 
prentice rule to encourage the development of 
more riding talent, recommendation for more 
graded handicaps, higher weights in races, uni- 
form closing dates for stakes, higher weights in 
overnight races, a uniform rule on transfer of 
stakes engagements of claimed horses, elimination 
of dogs from race courses, compulsory disinfec- 
tion of common carriers, licensing of jockey 
agents, and a general adoption of New York's 
system of a card file on stable employees. He 
also suggested that the period within which a 
claimed horse can be started only at an advance 
of 25 per cent over his claiming price be extended 
from 380 to 60 days. 

On the second day of the meeting all officers 
were reelected for another term: E. J. Brown, 
of Washington, president; John Sloan, of New 
York, first vice president; Ralph H. George, of 
New Hampshire, second vice president; Thomas 
R. Underwood, of Kentucky, secretary-treasurer. 

Joe H. Palmer, associate editor of THE BLOop- 
HORSE, discussing the relationship between the 
breeding industry and racing, emphasized par- 
ticularly the need for three types of races, dis- 
tance, weight-for-age, and filly, drew a strong 
second frem the veteran trainer James Fitz- 
simmons. 

Judge Joseph H. Murphy, speaking briefly on 
the problem of jockeys and weights, told the 
commissioners that the only way to provide the 
sport with plenty of riding talent is to create 
many apprentices. He stated that tracks were 
quite willing to raise the weights in races, but 
that the difficulty is in silencing horsemen who 
howl when weights are actually raised. 

James J. Jones, camera expert, denied that 
the camera now in use at Hialeah Park shows 
any favoritism to the outside horse. 

Herbert Bayard Swope, chairman of the com- 
mittee on jockeys and weights, reported the 
results of the questionnaire he sent out last year, 
recommended that overnight races be based on 
a maximum weight not more than six pounds 
under the scale, with a minimum of 103 pounds. 
He recommended a minimum top weight of 122 
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pounds in overnight handicaps, with scale weight 
as the top in other handicaps. The only change 
in the apprentice rule urged by Mr. Swope was 
that of requiring a boy to perform a year of 
service before he becomes eligible to ride in 
races.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


SIRES OF WINNERS, 1937 


HE statistical department of THE BLOOD-HORSE 

herewith presents its complete list of all 
sires of winners on recognized tracks of North 
America during the year 1937, with the money- 
winning totals based on first monies only. During 
the year 946 different stallions were represented 
by 6,376 winners of 16,262 races (a record num- 
ber), aggregating $10,552,722, an average of $648.- 
92 a race (definitely not a record). 

The leading sire in point of money won by his 
get was John Hay Whitney’s The Porter, now 23 
years old. The son of Sweep was placed at the 
top of the list early in the year when Rosemont 
won the Santa Anita Handicap, and numerous 
other victories by his other representatives kept 
him in the lead all the year, though War Admiral's 
prowess at times threatened to elevate Man o' 
War above him. Man o’ War finished second, a 
little more than $10,000 below The Porter’s huge 
total. Third was the Beauside Stud’s *Pharamond 
II, brother to *Sickle, which was the leading sire 
of 1936, and fourth was the Wheatley Stable's 
Hard Tack, son of Man o’ War and sire of Sea- 
biscuit. *Sickle, the 1936 ieader, finished in 
seventh place, probably would have had a higher 
rating had all his foals raced in this country. As 
it was he was represented by two of the best 2- 
year-old colts in England last year, and by a 
filly which was officially rated the best 2-year-old 
in France. 

Vise Counsellor and Reigh Count, a great 
sprinter and a great stayer, are tied for the 
leadership in number of winners, and almost tied 
in the matter of number of races. Reigh Count’s 
get won 149 races, but Wise Counsellor’s won 
148 races outright and participated in three 
dead heats for first place, giving him a margin 
of a half-race over Reigh Count. The leaders in 
number of winners and number of races won:

MATE was foaled in the year of Equipoise, Twenty Grand, Jamestown, Sweep 
All, Ladder, and others, and in his 2- and 3-year-old seasons was compelled 
to run against the best crop of horses of the century. At two he was unplaced 
but once, and won eight races and $58,650, including Champagne Stakes (de- 
feating Equipoise and Ladder), Breeders’ Futurity (defeating Pennate and 
Blind Bowboy), Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handicap, Walden Handicap (defeat- 
ing Sweep All and Twenty Grand). He was second by a nose in the Richard 
Johnson Stakes, was third to Equipoise and Twenty Grand in the Pimlico 
Futurity, and third in the Belmont Futurity. 


AT THREE Mate won seven races and $214,775, and was third by a few thou- 
sand dollars (to Top Flight and Twenty Grand) on the list of money-winning 
horses. He won the Preakness (beating Twenty Grand, Ladder, Equipoise, 
Clock Tower, etc.), American Derby (beating Pittsburgher and Spanish Play, in 
track record time of 2:04 1-5), Classic Stakes (defeating Spanish Play and 
Twenty Grand in new track record time of 2:02 2-5), Kenner Stakes, Stanley 
Produce Stakes, Bowie and Thanksgiving Handicaps. He was second to Sun 
Beau in Hawthorne Gold Cup, third to Twenty Grand in Kentucky Derby in 
record time of 2:01 4-5, and third to Tambour and Tred Avon in Potomac 
Handicap, making heavy weight concessions. He was third in the Maryland 
Handicap, giving the winner |3 pounds. 

MATE also won, in America, the Challenger Invitation Purse and Thanksgiving 
Handicap. He was second in Bryan and O'Hara Memorial twice, second in 
Riggs, Washington Handicaps, and Whitney Gold Cup. He was third in Metro- 
politan, Brooklyn, Washington, Thanksgiving Handicaps, and in Wilson Stakes, 
Arlington Gold Cup, and Hawthorne Gold Cup. 


MATE comes from a strong family. His fourth dam, Stella, is also fourth dam 
of Trigo (Derby, St. Leger, Irish St. Leger, etc.), and Athford (Doncaster 
Cup, Great Jubilee Handicap, etc.). 

IN America, Mate was in the money 48 times in 63 starts and won $297,860. 

In his English campaign, Mate won the Challenge Stakes, was second in the 
Coronation Cup (carrying 132 pounds, giving the winner 3), second in the 
Ayrshire Handicap (giving the winner 29 pounds), third in the City and Sub- 
urban Handicap (carrying 130, giving 12 to the winner, 17 to second), third 
in the Duke of York Handicap (giving the winner 9, the second horse 8 
pounds). In England Mate earned 790 sovereigns, or about $3,950. 

Mate’s first foals are now yearlings. In his first two seasons at stud he has proved 

himself very sure with his mares.

HOW LONG DOES A HORSE RACE? 


N the column of “Questions and Answers” syn- 

dicated by Frederick J. Haskin from Washing- 
ton D. C., the following appeared recently: 

Q. How many years do Thoroughbreds usually race? 
N. W. 

A. The term of racing usefulness is usually between 
five and eight years. 

Thomas B. Cromwell, former editor and pub- 
lisher of THE BLoop-HORSE, wrote Mr. Haskin 
and asked the source of his information. Mr. 
Haskin answered that the information was taken 
from the American Racing Manual for 1937, page 
402, from the article by N. S. Hand, “who we 
understand is an outstanding authority on the 
subject.”” Mr. Cromwell then handed the corre- 
spondence over to THE BLOOD-HORSE. 

The late N. S. Hand was an authority on handi- 
capping, but probably never made an investigation 
to determine the average racing usefulness of 
the Thoroughbred. His statement, which has been 
published in the American Racing Manual each 
year for about a dozen years, apparently was 
the result of an impression formed in scanning 
past performance records for many years. 

A study of the average racing usefulness of 
the Thoroughbred was made in the office of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE about six years ago, and the results 
were published in an editorial in the issue of 
April 9, 1932. As these figures remain the most 
complete statement on the subject, we reproduce 
here the entire editorial: 

Having incorporated his breeding establishment and 
thereafter leased therefrom the racing qualities of all 
of the produce, taking them as yearlings, a noted 
sportsman was interrogated by collectors of income 
tax for the government as to the “racing life of Thor- 
oughbred horses generally in the United States.” 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


He was unable to do more than guess. His attorneys 
made inquiry of various persons identified with the 
Turf, the Turf governing bodies and the Turf press. 
Like the sportsman, those persons could only guess. 
There had been no compilation of statistics upon the 
subject. 

Therefore the attorney turned to THe BLoop-Horse 
with the request that there be compiled for him as 
quickly as possible a table of results ascertained by 
the following method: 

“Let the period cover 10 years. Take the lists of 
registered and named foals for each of those 10 years 
and therefrom select every fiftieth horse. Ascertain 
the racing history of each horse so listed, which is to 
say whether or not it raced, and if raced how many 
seasons it raced. With this information completed, 
ascertain the average racing life of the entire number 
of horses listed for consideration, and then the average 
racing life of such as raced.” 

When the table was completed a total of 417 horses 
had been taken into consideration over the period 
covered by the years 1914 to 1923, inclusive. Of this 
number 290 raced, leaving 127 which did not race. The 
combined number of seasons of racing activity was 
1(62. Thus the average racing life of the 290 which 
appeared in contes was 3.66 years. Extended to in- 
clude the 127 non-starters under consideration, the aver- 
age was decreased to 2.55 years. 

It would have consumed more time than was available 
and would have been expensive beyond the attorney's 
authorization to have checked the racing history of 
every foal registered and named during that period, but 
we believe that, had that been done, the result would 
not have been materially different from what has been 
ascertained by the method employed. 

Thus it is interesting to know that approximately 70 
per cent of the Thoroughbred foals registered and 
named get to the races. It was further ascertained 
that of the 290 which raced, 193 were winners, and 
here we get the interesting result that a fraction better 
than 66 per cent made money returns to their owners. 
But, taking the figures as whole, we find that the 
percentage of winners from the 417 foals registered 
and named which were under consideration was a frac- 
tion better than 46 per cent. 

So we find that the long time belief and often re- 
peated saying that one-half of the foals registered and 
named never win is approximately correct. There is 
another belief, which seems to be well established by

Michigan Boy won the Louisiana Derby, Rex Handicap, and seven other races. He was 
second in Derby Trial Stakes and fourth in Preakness (to Gallant Fox, Crack Brigade, and 
Snowflake), also second in Chesapeake Stakesto Sweet Sentiment, but was disqualified. In 
1934 Michigan Boy had four foals, three of which won, including Magnolia Cash (5 wins), 
Earl B., and Al Carlys (5 wins up to 1 1-16 miles). In 1935 he had five foals, only one of 
which raced, Lafayette Boy (winner of 3 straight races in New England before he broke 
his leg and was destroyed). Michigan Boy has had limited opportunities as a sire in Louisi- 
ana. The dams of each of his winners never won, and all of his foals have been raised in 
Louisiana. Michigan Boy’s dam won at two, three, and five, and also has produced Michigan 
Girl (dam of Jewell Dorsett), Michigan Lad, Skunner, Dorothy B., and the producer Sekao.

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related experiences of breeders, that one foal is regis- 
tered for each two mares in the stud. This is frequently 
expressed in the saying: “It takes two mares to produce 
a foal that will get into the Stud Book.” To this can 
be added, safely and correctly, we think: “It takes 
four mares to produce a winner.” 

In setting down these facts, the thought comes to us 
that the buyer of yearlings carries no more of the 
vicissitudes of the game than does the breeder and that 
each, in his own way, has about the same compensation 
in the form of thrills, the one by producing the winner 
and the other by owning him. 

Percentages aside, it is a great sport, sustaining a 
great industry, and it shouldn't be a part of the govern- 
ment's plan to overtax it in any way. 

Statistics now being compiled in the office of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE eventually will give a more com- 
plete summary of this subject, but the sampling 
recorded above presents a very reliable conclu- 
sion.

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Eugene Leigh and *Epinard 


Eugene Leigh died on Thursday of last week 
at his residence at Maisons-Laffitte, at the age 
of seventy-seven years. An American born, he 
was naturalized in 1912, and he first came to 
Europe as a trainer in 1900, when he took out a 
license in England, having under his care, 
amongst others, horses of Mr. Frank Gardner, 
Edgar Cohen, and the Vicomte de Fontarce. He 
came to France in 1903, and in that year and the 
next headed the trainers with regard to the 
amount of stakes won at both branches of the 
sport. He will, however, be chiefly associated with 
the name of Epinard, as he became private train- 
er to Mr. Pierre Wertheimer immediately after 
the War. He won the Stewards’ Cup at Good- 
wood with the son of Badajoz, who carried a 
record weight for a three year old, and a big sum 
of money was taken out of the ring. Later in the 
same season the colt was backed for pounds shill- 
ings and pence for the Cambridgeshire, and had 
he brought it off the ring would have been badly 
shaken, but something always comes to the rescue 
of the bookmakers. I went down to the Bushes to 
see the race with the late W. B. Purefoy, who did 
not consider it possible that the colt was on the 
map, and had laid him to lose a thousand pounds.

He came rac- 
ing regularly and frequently sat with me and was 
very interesting on the subject of the past. He 
attended the last Deauville meeting and was at 
Longchamp this autumn. He was the first in 
France to use light American racing plates. At 
the other branch of the sport his most notable 
feat was in winning the Grand Steeplechase de 
Paris on two occasions with Dandolo.--Faraway 
in Horse and Hound (London).

ONLY ONE was raced four seasons, including two starts at six in 1937, and 
stamped himself as a horse of both speed and stamina. He won 13 of 56 starts, was 
15 times second, 11 times third, and his earnings amounted to $39,495. He did not 
start at five. 

As a 4-year-old Only One was the winner of five stakes races. His victories in- 
cluded the Dixie Handicap, in which he beat Head Play, etc., and the Baltimore 
Handicap, in which he beat Sation, Good Harvest, etc., running six furlongs in 1:1145.
